REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The greatest problem confronting the school board is what 
to do with, or what provision to make for four small schools, 
averaging from six to eight pupils each. ‘The salaries paid 
teachers for these schools has been six and seven dollars per 
week, not sufficient to procure experienced teachers; and many 
times it has been difficult to find girls who wished to teach. 
The small school problem has not been successfully solved at 
present, but we have a vision of conveying the children from 
one district to another, thus lessening the expense of conduct- 
ing so many schools; and pay a larger salary to either a trained 
or experienced teacher. 

The enrollment of pupils is not as large as last year. The 
number of high school students is also less. As the town pays 
the tuition at high school we feel they have a right to know 
who is being benefitted thereby.

The teachers who hold state certificates and draw two dol- 
lars from the state weekly for the term are as follows: Misses 
Grace Russell, Cora Sargent, Eva Perkins, Idella Farnum, and 
Mrs. Ethel Bailey. 

The amount of money received from the state is $337.97. 
As the tax rate did not equal or exceed the specified amount, 
viz., $16.50 per thousand the town does not receive any aid 
from that source. We are pleased to say that in no instance 
have parents sought to make us any unnecessary trouble, for 
which we are very grateful. 

The only way to succeed is by a united effort on the part of 
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all who are interested in the schools and the welfare of the 

town generally. The school is the clinical thermometer of the 
community. If the town maintains good, progressive and up- 
to-date schools, it bespeaks an intelligent people, who are not 
satisfied to be simply thrifty, but progressive as well.
